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FATHER OF INTERNATIONAL LAW

Americans Pay Homage to the Mem-
ory of Hugo Grotiua,

A peat tribute was puid to the mem-
ory of Hugo Grotlus, the emlinent
Dutch scholar aud father of Interua-

tional law, by the
Amerlean delega-
tion at the peace
conference at The
Hague, Holland,
when our ambas-
sador to Germany,
Andrew D, White,
as head of the del-
egation, enloglzed
i the famous Hol-

AUGO GROTITA lander aod placed
a beantiful wreath of silver oak and
laurel leaves upon his tomb.

It was meet that Amerlea should
thus honor the memory of Grotius, and
upon our natlonal hollday; for the dis-
tinguished Hollender was the ploneer
In systematlzing International law,
thereby minlmizing the causes of dis-
putes among natlons, which have re-
sulted In the past in so many borrible
Wars.

Grotlus, who was horn at
1583, and who dled In 10645,
greatest scholar of his age. Not only
was he erudite, but he was beslde a
phllosopher, a historian, a theologlan,
a statesman and a jurlst. He was the
author of mauy works which have
been translated into nearly every Eu-
ropean language and Into Orlental
tongues as well. He was the first who
Investigated the principles of interna-
tional law and attempted to reduce
them to a system, and it is for this
effort to bring better prineciples than
those of his age Into the Intercourse of
nations, especially Into the laws of
war, that he I8 ehlefly remembered and
hounored to-day.

As a classical writer and student
Grotius had no peer in his time. His
knowledge of Scripture was Intlmate.
His treatise on the “Truth of Christian
Religlon” Is reckoned the best “apol-
ogy" for Christlanity In modern times,
and almost In his own day was trans-
lated Into English, French, German,
Flemish, Persian, Arable and Greek,

NOVELTY IN SHIP PROPELLERS,

Blades Are Made to ““Feather,” the
Ffame as an Oar,

The steamship propeller now in use
Is the best thing available for the pur-
pose, but it Is not regurded as a perfect
plece of mechanism, because its effi-
clency is somewhat hampered by rea-
son of what I8 known as a “slde
thrust.” A propeller designed to over-
come this has been made and patented
by Edward F. Gorman and Penfleld F.
Yost of Philadelphia, The power Is
ifmparted to the propeller by means of
a hollow shaft, through the center of
which is a stationary shaft holding a
cam arrangement burled In the center
of the propeller hub. The blade spin-
dles are journaled within the hub and
are fitted with pins, which fit In a cam
groove and act as cranks, and as the
plns move through this groove they

FEATHERING PULOPELLER BLADES

are given a gquarter wurn back and
forth, thus imparting the feathering
motion. Two of the propeller blades
are always in direct actlon, presenting
their width fully to the water, while
as the third is returned against the
stream It presents lis edge, offering no
resistance to the water.

It Is designed to mount these prefer-
ably along the slde or the boat, and
their one great advantage Is the facll-
ity offered for mounting several along
the slde of the vessel, A boat thus fit-

ted will, by the positive action'of the |,

blades, be prevented fromr rolling to
any great degree.

This improvement is especlally ap-
plicable to war vessels, since 'by the
use of & number of these propellers
along the sldes of the vessel the latter
may be maneuvered to much greater
advantage than when only screw pro-
pellers are used at the stern..

OIL SPRINKLER FOR ROADS. |

An Attachment for a Common Wagon
Holding a Barrel.

Recently civil engineers have given
considerable attention to the appliea-
tion of olls to the roadbeds of electrie
and wagon roads. The idea of using ofl
on roadbeds originated with the steam
rallroad corporations. The purpose
was to prevent dust and foreign matter
rising from the roadbed and getting
into the bearings and gearing of the
rolling stock. But several other bene-
ficlal results were obtained. After a
roadbed is sprinkled with a surfacing
of oil the loose matter |8 not only so
welghted and caked that it cannot rise
and envelop wagons or carrlages be-
hind In a cloud of dust, but the bed
itself i3 strengthened. The olls form
with the earthy matter to a depth of
three to five Inches, according to the
treatment, and such parts of the bal-

last as are penetrated by the olls as-
sume a crusty condition, which is Im-
pregnable to rain and In a great meas-
ure Is impregnable to frost. This state
of the roadbed Is highly serviceable.

Under ordinary conditions the earth
ns It naturally exists In a carriage
road Is porous enough to receive and
ertain oll to a depth of several Inches.
As oll and water do not combine, the
molsture Is driven off and the earth be-
comes compact to such an extent that
any future deluge of water simply
flows off over It. In order to build up
an oll-saturated surfacing of thls type
certain operations are followed. Some
have gone to considerable expense In
the direction of sprinkling devices for
this work, while others use a simplé
oll sprinkling pipe leading from a cask
or oll barrel, which is conveyed over
the road on a wagon. Thls barrel |
provided with the necessary contro.
ling devices, which are connected with
a lever regulated by the driver. A form
of sprinkling apparatus is joined to the
bottom of the tank, as in the illustra-
tion, and this sprays the oll over the
roadbed. Beveral trips are made, until
the ballast is saturated near the top,
after which the crust forms, which will
last for years before another treatment
I8 needed. Cheap grades of crude pe-
troleum are used.

The drawing shows the plan usually
adopted for distributing eoil pver dirt
roads. It consists In placing a barrel
of crude oil, on blocks, upon a common
wagon, which s drawn over the sec-
tlons of the road which are to recelve
the oll. The barrel is placed bung
down, and the plpe A Is screwed In.
This plpe c¢an proje¢t downward
through the wagon bottom or drop to
the ground over the rear,” The connect-
Ing plpe is joined with the distributer,
B. The latter Is simply a perforated
pipe. If a road surface elghteen feet
wide Is to be covered, one barrel of
erude oil will do for about eighty fee:
in length,
